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REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Rosine  Association  present 
this  their  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  to  the  members 
of  the  Association  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

Another  revolving  year  has  made  it  our  duty  to  pre¬ 
sent  our  Annual  Report  of  the  work  and  present  con¬ 
dition  of  our  44  Home.55 

Before  entering  into  these  details,  it  becomes  our 
painful  task  to  include  in  this  report,  the  mention  of 
the  sad  loss  this  Board  of  Managers  has  sustained  in 
the  sudden  death  of  its  late  Yice  President,  Mrs.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Harrison.  For  seven  years  she  had  been  inti¬ 
mately  associated  with  the  Board  in  all  the  operations 
of  the  Rosine  Home.  For  the  last  five  years  she  had 
been  very  efficiently  and  actively  the  Vice  President  of 
the  Association.'  During  that  period  she  was  always 
ready  to  do  her  full  duty  in  every  way,  and  in  any 
emergency  that  might  arise.  By  her  kind  and  affec¬ 
tionate  demeanor  she  had  endeared  herself  to  all  who 
were  associated  with  her.  She  has  gone  to  her  reward, 
leaving  a  vacant  place  that  we  know  not  how  to  fill. 
Her  example  will  long  live  with  us,  as  a  sw^eet  and 
cheerful  inspiration  to  greater  zeal  in  the  good  work 
before  us. 
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We  do  not  wish  to  repeat  the  words  of  our  Report 
for  last  year,  but  the  facts  will  show  that  the  number 
of  inmates  has  increased  a  little  over  last  year.  Twenty- 
seven  have  been  received  into  the  Home  since  our  last  ! 
Annual  Report,  and  twelve  have  been  discharged.  We 
thank  God  that  we  have  been  the  means  of  sending  a 
few  more  from  the  Home  reformed,  and,  we  trust,  to 
good  homes,  where  they  may  lead  upright  and  useful 
lives. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  favored  with  an 
increase  in  our  funds  of  $500,  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Jesse  George,  and  $300  from  the  estate  of  Ann 
Wheeler.  The  City  Councils  have  also  made  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $1,000  for  our  use  in  making  some  im¬ 
provements,  and  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of 
our  “  Home.55  This  has  been  a  great  relief  to  us,  and 
we  think  we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the 
many  favors  we  have  received,  and  we  should  take 
courage,  and  work  with  increased  diligence. 

As  we  are  able  to  accommodate  a  few  more  inmates, 
we  hope  and  trust  that  all  will  use  their  best  efforts  to 
send  to  us  at  once,  those  who  are  needing  the  benefi¬ 
cial  influences  of  our  “  Home.55  Gladly  will  w^e  receive 
the  wanderers,  and  do  all  we  can  to  save  them  and  re¬ 
store  them  to  a  Christian  life.  The  provision  and  in¬ 
vitation  of  the  Board  to  all  the  religious  world,  irre¬ 
spective  of  any  denominational  distinction,  who  may 
feel  disposed  to  hold  services  on  the  First  Day  or  Sab¬ 
bath,  have  been  responded  to  by  our  friends  of  the  M.  E. 
Church  and  Episcopal  Church,  who  have  held  services 
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with  the  inmates,  we  trust  to  their  advantage.  These 
services  we  wish  gratefully  to  acknowledge,  and  ex¬ 
tend  the  invitation  to  them  and  others  who  may  feel 
interested  thus  to  make  available  this  religious  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

We  have  within  the  last  year  improved  our  Home 
by  instituting  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  in¬ 
mates.  Sarah  B.  Brotherton,  one  of  our  Managers, 
has  kindly  taken  charge  of  the  duty  of  teaching  the 
girls  in  the  common  branches  of  education  two  days 
in  the  week,  and  a  very  marked  and  gratifying  im¬ 
provement  has  been  manifested  by  them  under  her 
careful  tuition. 

Among  those  under  instruction  are  three  young  girls 
not  seventeen  years  of  age  (their  ages  cannot  be  ac¬ 
curately  obtained),  who  deserve  particular  mention. 
For  the  few  hours  each  week  spent  with  them,  in  the 
short  space  of  two  months,  they  give  evidence  of  rapid 
progress. 

The  children  of  misfortune  and  neglect,  their  minds 
were  indeed  like  “  gardens  overgrown  with  weeds,” 
and  the  work  of  planting"  and  sowing  was  much  more 
difficult  than  wdth  the  innocent  child  of  few  years, 
ready  only  for  the  right  impress  and  culture.  There 
was  much  rubbish  and  unsightly  growTth  to  be  cleared 
away,  before  an  awrakening  need  could  be  felt  by  them 
for  wholesome  effort  to  improve.  Gradually  the  light 
dawned,  and  an  earnest  desire  to  know7  something,  and 
become  worthy  of  respect  and  esteem,  manifested  itself. 

One  of  them  had  great  distaste  for  writing,  in  which

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she  persisted  even  after  some  acquisition  in  other 
branches,  and  said,  “  Couldn’t  I  be  a  good  scholar  with¬ 
out  learning:  to  write.”

Another,  who  was  just  as  ignorant,  not  knowing  a 
script  letter  by  sight,  now  expresses  her  thoughts  with 
pen,  in  terms  of  tender  gratitude  and  appreciation  of 
her  privileges,  delighted  that  she  can  really  communi¬ 
cate  in  this  way.  They  all  take  great  satisfaction  in 
writing  letters,  therein  expressing  their  gratitude  for 
kindness  received.  With  this  awakening  of  their 
dormant  faculties,  and  the  consciousness  that  through 
a  culture  of  these  a  better  life  opens  to  them,  there 
comes  a  spirit  of  content  and  a  gleam  of  joy  that  is 
manifest  and  gratifying  to  all. 

The  industry  of  the  girls  bears  a  very  favorable 
comparison  with  any  of  the  previous  years,  many  of 
them  coming  in  with  very  little  knowledge  of  work? 
and  being  under  the  necessity  of  learning  to  do  all 
kinds  of  housework  and  sewing. 

Besides  doing  the  work  of  the  Home,  and  keeping 
every  thing  in  a  very  tidy  manner,  they  have  under 
the  mangement  of  the  efficient  superintendent  made 
212  garments  for  the  Home,  and  148  garments  for  cus¬ 
tomers,  besides  some  other  sewing.  We  are  gratefully 
impressed  with  a  sense  of  obligation  to  our  deeply  in¬ 
terested  friend  of  the  Home,  Dr.  Melissa  Bradley,  who 
has  given  much  kindly  care  to  the  inmates  in  direct¬ 
ing  and  instructing  them  in  the  care  of  their  health, 
and  ministering  to  them  in  sickness,  an  arduous  and 
gratuitous  service  that  merits  our  acknowledgment. 
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We  feel  now  that  our  Institution  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition,  and  with  the  generous  aid  and  contributions 
oflthe  many  friends  of  our  Home,  which  we  have  every 
reason  to  hope  will  be  as  liberal  in  the  future  as  in  the 
past,  we  begin  the  new  year  full  of  confidence  in  in¬ 
creased  usefulness.  And  in  faith  and  patience — 

“  Take  heart  !  the  Master  builds  again —
